Mnniimrrs and WopternMs gaUicr at 
StiTithooiia llnll. the appointed hotir 
b*lnp clfrlit ocir<4{. The purpose of 
Iho p.Ttljerine 's to ajranpo Uie Mari- 
tlmo-Wei-tem Club af it ha^; been 
(loc<le«j to amalgamate thn Clubs' once 
known as the AVcMeri) and Sl.irlUnie. 

A Jo nt cnmuiitlci' wa,s clov-ted lo 
BO Into tJio detallB of ,i,m;ilpamation, 
Tlie meotlnir to-nlKhi is the fruit on 
of their work. A ro.sujnc of tJie sug- 
gested constitution follows below:. 

1. The Club shall be known as tho 
.McGIl Maritlnio-Wetitern CHib^ 
. 2. Tho object of the club shall bo 
piimlarily i.o fnrtheir the social i'-- 
Ijiiionshiii <.f the Maril me» and \Ve«t- 
rrner.s .ind to foster a s>nnp.ithetlc- 
understandlng of Tho prohloms of the 
two grpupH. 

3. The momherpWp shall include 
all «tudeni>5 from tho Jljir lime provin- 
and the' four provinces wp.^t of 
I'li'H.rio. Other students shall bo 
'ligiblr for :i.«H0Piatc ineinbtr.<)hlp 
after ha-ving been nonvn.^ted and 
duly eltsctcd by tho members of the 
Club. 

i. The officers of the Cliib shall be 
two. lIonor,iir>' ri-csidenls— one from 
the West and one- from the Maritimes; 
A President, a vice -prcs dent, a. t*ec- 
r«.'ta;ry and a tj-«oj«iircr. There shall be 
equal repe?«nlatlon from the M.irl- 
tlmcrs-and 'WesternwB and at least 
on^ officer shall be a lady member. 

5. These officers sliail he elected nt 
the la.M mccL n;r of Ihr: rlub in tho 
Spring and .«hall hold office for tho 
ensuring yrar. , 

6. Thero shall be an annual m«n- 
bership foc.of (50) cents. 

It Is re<i«eBted that Interested per- 
sons be prepared to suggest improvs- 
m«nts or correct ons to this con- 
sLituLion at tonight's meeting. The 
Joint committee have endeavoured to 
draw up a satisfactory, const.tution 
and doslre-a frank and constniBtivc 
crltldsm of their efforts. 

It a Intended to elect the officers 
for this year at the nieotlng. In the 
opinion of the committee it would be 
advisable to elect the pros dent from 
the Maritimes this year. 

Following the élection of officers 
there w II be a dlscussion^of the pro- 
posed activities for the rest of tho 
year. The Annual Alaritlme Westorn 
Dance will probably como up for dis- 
cussion.
